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Treasury Department, 

Boston, Jan. 16, 1890. 

To the Honorable Senate and House of Representatives. 

The fiscal year of the Commonwealth ends on the thirty- 
first day of December. The transaction^ of this department 
for the year which has recently closed have been unusaally 
important : — 

1. From the fact that an unusually large amount of the 
public debt has fallen due and been paid, amounting in all 
to 13,459,331.80. 

2. Because a much larger permanent loan has been made 
than for naany years ; to wit, 12,630,000 for land and for 
the construction of the addition to the State House. 

3. Because an unusually large amount of securities held 
by the sinking funds has matured, and the money received 
therefor has required reinvestment. 

The Public Debt. 

The total amount of the funded debt of the Common- 
wealth on the 31st of December, 1888, was 128,851,619.65. 
Of this amount there Kas fallen due and been paid during 
the year, $3,459,331.80, as follows: 12,153,912.90 of the 
Troy & Greenfield Railroad loan ; 11,005,418.90 of the war 
fand loan ; and 1300,000 of the harbor improvement loan. 
These amounts were paid from the several loan sinking funds, 
the total of which has been redhced for the year by the 
amount paid, less the earnings of said funds. 
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There has been added to the indebtedness of the State 
during the year $130,000, borrowed to complete the pur- 
chase of the land for the State House extension, nearly all 
of which has been paid out. There has also been added to 
the armory loan $815,000, of which was issued, Jan. 11 
and 12, 1889, by my predecessor, the sum of $15,000, 
authorized by act of the Legislature, to enable the city 
of Lowell to purchase more land for its armory. But it 
is to be remembered that the whole armory loan is only a 
contingent debt of the State, the several cities and towtis for 
which the money is borrowed and expended being assessed 
each year for the amounts necessary to meet the interest, 
and to supply the annual requirements of the sinking funds. 

There has further been added to the nominal indebtedness 
of the State the sum of $1,900,000, being that part of the 
State House construction loan which was placed during the 
fiscal year. The balance of the $2,500,000 was negotiated 
before the year closed, although, as the money was not 
received into the treasury until after January 1, it does not 
appear in the accounts of 1889. But it is to be noted that 
this loan of two and a half million dollars is not yet fairly to 
be considered as part of the public debt, since nearly the 
whole of it is in the treasury, very little of it having been 
expended ; and, had it been deemed wise to borrow the 
money only as fast as needed to meet payments, only a few 
thousand dollars of the loan woulinow be upon the books. 
It may also be added that in fact the loan has, so far, been 
an actual source of income to the State, as the money was 
borrowed at an average of about 2.67 per cent., and has 
been loaned, since it was received, at from 3 to 4 per cent. 

By chapter 439 of the Acts of 1889, the treasurer was 
authorized, under the direction of the Governor and Council, 
to borrow not exceeding five million dollars, for a term not 
exceeding forty years, the same to be designated the ''Met- 
ropolitan Sewerage Loan." By the terms of the p-ct the 
cities and towns which form the sewage systems referred to 
therein are annually to be assessed to meet the requirements 
of the sinking funds to be established for the payment of 
this loan, and also for the idtereat, and for the annual cost of 
maintenance of the system. As very little outlay was 
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necessary during the year, under this act, it was not deemed 
wise to attempt to place any part of this loan until the State 
House lo^n had all been disposed of, and an easier money 
market was experienced. But, when the loan is made, it 
will be noticed that it will form, like the ''armory" loan, 
only a contingent indebtedness of the Commonwealth, the 
principal, interest and cost of maintenance all to be met by 
the cities and towns to be benefited by the act. 

It will be seen, by reference to the tabular statement fol- 
Jowing, that the regular funded debt of the Commonwealth 
nearly all matures between now and 1900, the amounts 
each year being as follows ; —

This will leave only the two State House loans, 
13,130,000 in all, as the real funded debt of the State after 
190.0, unless new loans are authorized. The armory and 
metropolitan sewerage loans will be contingent debts ; but 
there is no question that the same will be duly met by the 
cities and towns, as the law provides. The several sinking 
funds will substantially meet all the indebtedness at maturity. 

With these explanations, the following is a concise exhibit 
of the indebtedness of the Commonwealth on the 31st of 
December, 1889': — 

Regular funded debt, f25,521,287 85 

State House loan (money still in treasury), . 1,900,000 00 
Contingent debt (armory loan), . . . 830,000 00 

The total amount of the sinking funds to meet the regular 
funded debt was, on the 31st of December, 1888, 123,235,- 
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608.84. The amoant of the same fands Dec. 31, 1889, was 
$20,805,393.81. ; 

That this reduction of the sinking funds is not equal to 
the amount of indebtedness paid, is due to the earnings of 
the funds during the year. These earnings, however, are 
steadily decreasing, owing to the constant shrinkage in the 
rate of interest on such securities as the funds can legally be 
invested in. 

Loans . Negotiated. 

The $130,000 addition to the loan authorized for the 
purchase of the land for the State House extension was issued 
June 18, 1889, at the same rate as was received for the first 
instalment ($500,000) of the loan; to wit, 104.76 and 
interest. This makes the money cost the State 2.56 per 
cent, per annum. 

The $15,000 addition to the armory loan, authorized by 
law for the city of Lowell, was sold June 22, 1889, at the 
average price received for the original loan; to wit, 108.50 
and interest, making the rate of interest to the Common- 
wealth a little more than 2 9-16 per cent. 

The State House construction loan of $2,500,000 was 
advertised, and proposals were opened July 18, 1889, the 
bonds to run twenty years, at 3 per cent, per annum. The 
only bid accepted was one of the Bank for Savings in the City 
of New York, for $1,500,000, at 105.77, costing the State 
for its money about 2.62^ per cent. Subsequently the bal- 
ance of the loan was issued from time to time, on a more 
stringent money market, as follows : — 

* Nov. 9, 1889, . . f 100,000 @ 104 and interest. 

Dec. 10, 1889, . . 100,000 @ 103.73 and interest. 

Dec. 20, 1889, . . 200,000 @ 103.75 and interest. 

Jan. 3, 1890, . . 600,000 @ 104 and interest. 

The last instalment, as previously stated, was negotiated 
in December ; but, as the money did not reach the treasury 
until January 3, the transaction does not appear in the ac- 
counts for 1889. It was deemed advisable to dispose of the 
remainder of this loan before offering the metropolitan sew- 
erage loan ; and, considering the condition of the money 
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market at the time, the price received was excellent. The 
State borrows the money for its State House extension at an 
average of about 2.67 per cent, per annum. 

As only a few thousand dollars of the sewerage loan is 
required at present, no effort has yet been made to place the 
loan, it being thought advisable to wait for easier money. 
A portion of the loan will be needed in the early summer. 

Temporary loans in anticipation of revenue have been made 
during the year, as follows : — 

February 14, . . . 11,000,000 @ 2J per cent. 
April 2, . . . . 100,000 @ 2| per cent. 

June 19, . . . . 600,000 @ 2J per cent. 

These loana were made for varying periods, all falling due 
and paid before the middle of December. 



Reinvestment of Funds. 

Under a recent act of the Legislature the New York & 
New England Railroad was authorized to pay up certain 
agreements made by it with the Commonwealth, under which 
it held certain terminal lands subject to mortgage, and to 
receive a clear title to said lands. These agreements 
amounted to $886,532, and bore interest at 5 per cent, per 
annum. Their payment — which was made, 1800,000 April 
11, and 186,532 Aug. 6, 1889 — brought the money into the 
treasury, belonging to the Boston, Hartford & Erie Railroad 
loan sinking fund, which required to be reinvested. Besides 
this, 1450,000 of Boston four-per-cent. bonds matured, and 
were paid on the 1st of October. In addition to these two 
considerable sums, there have matured during the year 
securities belonging to the various sinking funds, amounting 
to $1,756,700 ; so that there has come into the treasury for 
reinvestment, during the year, the sum of $3,193,232. 
It will be understood that the interest yield of such securities 
as the sinking funds may legally be invested in is gradually 
growing less, and especially for securities having a short 
time to run, so that they will mature within or near the 
maturity of the loans which these funds are to meet. 
Indeed, it is almost impossible to buy a suflScient amount of 
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short-time securities to absorb all the funds money which 
comes into the treasury ; and it is necessary, therefore, 
to purchase some longer bonds, which will no doubt be 
readily saleable, whenever it may become necessary to dis- 
pose of them. This reduction in the interest yield of course 
reduces the earnings of the sinking funds ; but they are all in 
so good condition, and are so well advanced, that they will, 
in the main, be found ample to meet the indebtedness for 
which they are held. 

Other Operations of the Treasury. 

The ordinary receipts and disbursements of the revenue of 
the Commonwealth, in addition to the fund transactions 
referred to, have involved the taking in and paying out, in 
numberless sums, small and great, of $32,866,033.39; so 
that the aggregate of the transactions of the department for 
the year, in both funds and revenue, is $67,954,703.54, as 
is shown by the trial balance following this report. 

Legislation Recommenbed. 
The Office of Tax Oommissioner. 

I most heartily second the recomnx^ndation of His Excel- 
lency the Governor, that the anomalous relations between 
the treasury department and the tax commissioner be 
abolished. I am unable to learn what were the reasons 
originally for making the treasurer and receiver-general 
nominal tax commissioner, while most of the real and impor- 
tant duties of the latter office are devolved by law upon the 
deputy tax commissioner, appointed by the treasurer as tax 
commissioner. I can readily see very grave reasons why the 
two offices should be entirely distinct and independent. 
Not only does it now happen, as the Governor suggests, that 
the treasurer, as a member of the Board of Appeal, sits in 
revision of what appear to be his own acts as tax commis- 
sioner, but there is an endless amount of confusion and 
difficulty arising from the fact that so many documents and 
inquiries are issued in the name of the tax commissioner, of 
which, in the very nature of things, he can know nothing. 

Nor does it appear why, of all the taxes assessed by the 
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Commonwealth, the treasurer should assess three, while the 
deputy tax commissioner should assess the others. For 
instance, why should the deputy tax commissioner assess 
upon gas-light companies the tax to pay the salaries and 
expenses of the gas commissioners, and the treasurer assess 
the tax on the same companies to pay the salary and ex- 
penses of the inspector of gas and gas meters ? It certainly 
seems proper that all the State taxes should be assessed from 
the same office, and that the treasury should collect and 
disburse the same. 

I think the tax commissioner should be appointed by the 
Executive, as the other commissioners are, with a certain 
fixed tenure of office, with a salary commensurate with the 
first-rate importance of the position, and with ample clerical 
force to perform all the duties properly devolving upon such 
office. Since the office of deputy tax commissioner was cre- 
ated, in 1865 (Acts 1865, chapter 283), there have been but 
two incumbents, — the Hon. Daniel A. Gleason, and the 
Hon. Charles Endicott, who now holds the position. It is not 
improper for me to say that it would be difficult to imagine 
a more successfully administered office than this has always 
been, and that no position connected with the executive de- 
partment of the government is more important than that of 
tax commissioner. 

The Savings Bank Tax. 

The savings bank tax has always been assessed by the 
treasurer. Whether it should be considered wise to devolve 
this duty upon the tax commissioner or not, it seems to me 
that the law under which the tax is assessed should be so 
clear and definite as to remove all necessity for litigation, 
which now seems to be well-nigh chronic. It would be easy 
to specify whether the whole of a building owned by a sav- 
ings bank, and used in part for banking purposes, shall be 
exempt from taxation as deposits, up to the $200,000 which 
the law allows to be invested in such a building. And it 
might also be readily declared in a statute that the <' guar- 
anty fund " and '' undivided profits" of savings banks shall 
either be exempt or shall be considered taxable deposits, as 
may be deemed expedient. 



10 TREASURER'S REPORT. [Jan. 

A test case, covering these last-named matters, is now be- 
fore the supreme court, both sides having been heard, and a 
decision is said to be expected soon. But, under instructions 
from the attorney-general, the banks have been required to 
make return of their « « guaranty fund " and * « undivided 
profits ; " and the tax on the same has been assessed, but 
collection has been waived until the decision of the court is 
received. Such uncertainties are vexatious to the banks, 
and an annoyance to this department ; and any course which 
will clearly determine what the law is should be welcome to 
all concerned. 

Before the decision of the court exempting from tax the 
buildings owned by savings banks and used for banking pur- 
poses, notwithstanding the whole of such buildings may not 
have been used exclusively for the bank itself, several banks 
had paid the tax under protest. In order to recover a tax 
so paid, the law requires the corporation to petition the 
supreme court, setting forth the grounds of protest, etc., 
within six months from the payment ; and if the court ad- 
judges the tax to have been illegally exacted, the same is 
paid back. It hardly seems just that the Commonwealth 
should collect illegal taxes under an improper construction 
of law, and, when the courts have decided that the tax was 
illegal, should leave the corporations which have paid the 
same under protest without remedy except by formal suit in 
each case. There are several applications on file in the 
department for reimbursement for taxes illegally exacted and 
paid under protest ; but there is no way of meeting such 
cases without special legislation. 

Co-operative Savings Banks. 

His Excellency the Governor recommends a repeal of the 
law taxing co-operative banks, — a recommendation I most 
earnestly second. This suggestion is not made as a relief to 
the banks, but on the ground that the tax received does not 
pay the cost of its assessment and collection, while the 
returns required in going through the form of assessment 
cause much fruitless labor, both to the banks and to this 
department. 
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The theory of the co-operative bank is, that the **daes 
capital" paid in shall be loaned as fast as possible, when 
received, upon real estate pledged to the bank as security for 
the loan. The only amount subject to taxation under the law 
is any average surplus of dues paid in for the six-months 
period over the amounts loaned on mortgaged real estate. 
Fines and premiums paid by the stockholders, and interest 
earned, are specifically exempt from taxation. The result, as 
might be expected, is, that the taxable surplus is very small 
in any given bank, and there is practically no such surplus in 
banks which have been in operation for any considerable time'. 
For the six months ending November 1 there were 93 co-oper- 
ative banks doing business in the State. Of these, only 55 
returned any taxable surplus, and the whole amount of tax 
assessed on all the banks for the six months was $104.44, 
the largest amount assessed to any one bank being $9.43. 

The assessment and collection of this small sum required 
more correspondence and more trouble than the assessment 
of the entire savings-bank tax of nearly a million dollars ; 
and, as it seems certain that, as the years go by, from the 
very nature of things, this extremely small margin of taxable 
surplus mu^t entirely disappear, it would be expedient to 
abandon the taxation of these banks altogether. There is no 
analogy between these banks and the ordinary savings bank, 
which should require both to be taxed alike. 



Weights and Measures. 

Under the existing law, the sealing of weights and meas- 
ures for the towns and cities of the Commonwealth is very 
imperfectly and inefficiently performed. It is important to 
the people that the standards should be strictly correct, and 
that dealers should furnish to their customers full weight 
and measure of the goods sold. But, so long as the cities 
and towns can virtually refuse to pay the cost of the proper 
testing of their weights and measures, the work must be 
imperfectly attended to. 

I recommend that the deputy sealer of weights and meas- 
ures be paid an adequate yearly salary, with the actual ex- 
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pense attending his visits to the cities and towns requiring 
his services ; and that the law be so amended as to require 
every city and town in the Commonwealth to see to it that 
its standards of weights and measures are complete and in 
order. 

Other Matters. 

The differences between the Western Union Telegraph 
Company and the Commonwealth, as to its corporation tax, 
are still in the courts, in charge of the attorney-general ; as 
is also the suit with regard to the Williamstown bonds, and 
the suit against the Fitchburg Railroad for rent of the 
Southern Vermont Railroad. 

The increase of trust deposits by the various insurance and 
beneficiary associations adds largely to the responsibility of 
the department ; and the numerous changes in the securities 
and the collection of the income thereon are the source of 
much labor, which it seems but fair that the associations 
themselves should pay for. 

The constant shrinkage in the rate of interest has dimin- 
ished the income of the school fund, so that the smaller 
towns, which very much need the assistance rendered by the 
distribution of the income of the moiety of the fund thus 
disposed of by law, suffer in consequence. If there is any 
way to increase the school fund, as, for instance, by turning 
into it money which is likely to be received from the national 
government in refunding direct taxes paid by the Common- 
wealth, or any other funds which may be received, and 
which are not pledged to any particular use, I think it 
would be a wise disposition of such funds. 

I gladly renew the recommendation of my predecessor in 
the last annual report of this department, — that the salaries 
of the paying and receiving tellers and the interest and fund 
clerks be severally increased to $1,500 per annum. I think 
in no financial institution whose annual transactions are at 
all on a par with those of the State treasury, is service of 
the same kind and degree paid so small compensation. Not 
only are the daily duties through the year constant and oner- 
ous, but the responsibility is very great; and, in such cases, 
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rare fidelity and industry in a public institution certainly de- 
serve as much reward and recognition as in private institu- 
tions. 

Herewith are furnished in detail the statements of the 
transactions of the department, and of the condition of the 
funds and accounts.
